DR.  BROUN  DEAD. 


Eaily  last  Thur  day  morning,  just  before  the  hour  ot  opening  college 
the  whole  student  body  was  shocked  at  the  sad  news  ot  the  death  of  their 
much  beloved  President,  Dr.  W  illiam  LeRoy  Broun,  whose  death  oc 
curred  very  suddenly  at  his  home  just  as  he  was  preparing  to  go  to  th  •  col 
lege  to  begin  his  dunes  tor  the  day.  While  it  was  known  that  he  had  been 
in  very  feeble  health  tor  three  or  four  day«,  yet  his  death  was  not  only  i 
entirely  unexpected  by  the  students,  but  even  by  the  members  of  his  imme- 
diate family.  »  ^ 

Dr.  Broun  was  in  his  seventy-fifth  year,  being  born  in  Loudoun  County, 
Virginia,  in  1S27.  At  the  age  ot  twenty  three  he  was  graduated  from  the 
Univerity  of  "Virginia  wi<  h  the  degree  of  Mister  of  Arts,  Two  years  later 
he  occupied  a  chair  in  a  college' in  Mississippi,  which  position  he  held  for 
two  years.  Leaving  Mississippi  he  became  a'  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  Georgia,  occupying  the  chair  of  Mathematics  until  about  1856 
He  then  orga  izeel  IS'ooinheld  Acaden  y  and  conducted  this  school  until  the

Confederate  army.  Subsequently  Dr.  Broun  was  made  Commander  of  the 
Richmond  Arsenel,  with  the  rank  ot  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Ordnance 
Department.  At  the  close  of  the  war  the  University  of  Georgia  again  called 
him  to  a  position  in  hrr  Faculty,  and  in  1872  he  became  President  of  the 
Georgia  A.  and  M.  Colle-ge,  a  department  in  the  University.  In  1875  he 
accepted  the  chair  of  Mathematics  in  Vandcrbilt  University.rem  lining  thert 
until  18S2,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Median  cal  College  of  Alabama.  The  following  year  he  accepted  the 
chair  ot  Mathematics  in  the  University  ot  Texas  but  in  1884  return>  d  to 
Auburn  as  President  and  occupied  this  position  until,  his  death.  Tne  .de- 
gree of  LL.  D  ,  wes  conferred  upon  Dr.  Broun  in  1874  by  St.  John's  Cul 
lege,  Mar  land,  and  in  1S92  the  same  dtgree  was  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
University  of  Georgia. 

The  last  years  of  his  life  Dr.  Broun  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  scien- 
tific educ  ition,  the  subject  which  alw  lys  lay  nearest  his  heart.  Under  his 
wise  administration  this  college  has  expanded  into  the  great  field  of  useful 
ness  it  now  occupies,  being  one  of  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  South  As 
an  educator  he  possessed  vast  scholarly  attainments,  profound  wsdom  and 
rare  experience.  As  a  man  he  was  of  the  highest  personal  character,  a 
devout  member  ot  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  has  always  been  a  worthy 
example  to  the  students  ot  the  college,  and  while  his  death  will  be  felt  most 
by  the  professors  and  students,  yet  it  is  a  loss  not  only  to  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama but  also  to  the  Nation.

The  class  games  for  the  col- 
lege championship  are  to  be 
played  soon  and  from  the  prac- 
tice that  the  teams  are  putting 
up,  it  seems  as  though  the  con- 
tests will  be  marked  with  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm.  The 
first  game  will  be  played  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  February  be- 
tween the  Seniors  and  Freshmen; 
the  second  between  the  Juniors 
and  Sophomors  on  the  second 
Saturday. »>  The  winners  from 
these  two  contests  will  meet  on 
the  22nd  of  February  for  the 
championship,;  on  the  Saturday 
following  the  22nd  the  losers  in 
'the  first  two  games  will  play. 
The  game^on  the  22nd  will,  of 
course,  attract  the  most  attention 
and  nearly  all  of  the  the  interest 
will  be  centered  on  it.  There 
will,  however,  be  some  lively 
scrimmages  in  the  games  prior 
to  this,  as. each  team  will  be  very 
desirous  of  having  the  chance  to 
participate  in  the  (fame  on  the 
22nd  for  the  championship.  Let 
all  the  boys  turn  out  to  these 
games;  for  the  games,  as  all 
others,  will  have-  some  expenses 
attached  to  them;  but  this  should 
'not  be  the  main  reason  to  prompt 
the  students  to  attend  them. 
They  should  have  the  proper 
class  spirit  to  be  present  and 
cheer  on  their  own  team  or  their 
favorite.   

The  meeting  of  S.  I.  C.  A.  was 
held  at  Chapel  Hill*  N.  C,  and 
matters  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance were  discussed.  The  one 
thing  that  Auburn  is  most  in- 
terested in  is  the  qualifications 
that  are  placed  upon  players  on 
college  teams;  the  clause  that  has 
reference  to  this  in  the  old  con- 
stitution remains  unaltered.  The 
clause  in  substance  is  that  no 
man  can  play  on  a  team,  repre- 
senting any  of  the  colleges  be- 
longing to  this  association,  who 
has  played  on  another  team  the 
year  before.  This  will  do  a  great 
deal  towards  knocking  out  pro- 
fessionalism and  will  give  the 
Southern  colleges  what  Auburn 
has  long  maintained,  pure  athle- 
tics.

That  all  renters  of  lock  boxes  and 
drawers  be,  and  are  hereby,  prohibited 
from  using  keys  not  regularly  obtained 
by  themselves  from  their  respective  post- 
masters ;  that  after  April  1.  1901,  each 
postmaster  shall  inform  the  renters  of 
lock  boxes  and  drawers  at  his  post  office 
that  all  except  regular  manufacturers  of 
post  office  furniture  andfixuires  are  en- 
joined from  making  or  causing  to  be  marie 
any  key  or  appliance  by  theuse  of  which 
any  lock  box  or  drawer  in  a  post  office 
may  be  unlocked  or  opened  ;and  that  the 
several  prohibitions  of  this  ord.  r  shall 
each  constitute  a  condition  to  the  renting 
and  continued  use  of  lock  boxes  and 
drawers,  to  which  all  applicants  must 
-agree  when  renting  or  rerenting  a  lock 
box  or  drawer.
